No fears, please 


In the new math of teacher 
wage demands, the cost of op- 
erating schodis is already the 
biggest single factor in local 

_ and provincial taxes, account- 
ing for half of all government 
spending done outside of Otta- 
wa. 

Balancing the need for hig- 
ger and better schools against 
limited tax resources has posed 

qrecurring proble.is for provin- 
cial planners.™ And local 
councils, following as they 
must the lead of school boards 
in setting spending (and tax- 
ing) levels, have had to content 
themselves with only what they 
feel the taxpayer can still af- 
ferd after the cost of scious is 
taken care of. 

None of this fiscal jumble, 
however, is preventing the 
‘growth of a new militancy 
among Canada’s teachers. 

Paced by the demands of tra- 
ditionally lowly-paid Quebec 


teachers, and urged on by their - 


better-paid Toronto counter- 
parts who are themselves ask- 
ing for 25 per cent. wage in- 
crease this year, Canada’s 
teachers have suddenly 
emerged as the country’s most 
aggressive labor bloc. 


Teachers’ associations, which 
for years have carefully nu- 
tured an air of genteel refine- 
ment, have suddenly: taken on 
all the earmarks of militant un- 
ionism. 

Rising living costs which 
have affected every segment of 
the community are one reason, 
of course. Toronto's elementary 
teachers, for example, claim 
that at starting ‘salaries of 
$1,100 a year, rising to an aver- 
aye of $6,500, they are paid less 
than floor sweepers in some 

- factories. 

Another reason, however, is 
the growing public awareness 
that our education system, for 
all its shortcomings, needs yet 
heavier financing to attract 
better teachers and assure ade- 
quate schooling for Canada’s 
“young. 

The most traumatic educa- 
tional experience is that which 
has gripped Quebee since the 
return to power of the Union 
Nationale government. 

Released from religious di- 
rection by the Liberal govern- 
ment of Jean Lesage, the Que’ 
bee education system was mov- 
ing toward non-denominational, 
public control direction for the 
first time in its history. The

meaning was clear: that to meet 
the challenge of a technical 
age, Quebec's school system 
would have to throw off its 
¢lassical wraps. 


Quebee’s new government 


did not resist the move in prin-- 


ciple because even the most 
conservative of Premier Daniel 
Johnson's followers recognized 
the need for an upgrading of 
the province's education sys- 
tern. But the approach was cau- 
tious and fearful; it was deter- 
mined that costs must be kept 
down, that taxes, which have 
hit business even harder than 
Wage-carners, must be kept 
down. 

It was for this reason the 
Quebec government sided, in 
effect, with the school boards 
in the strike’ of Catholic school 
teachers. By enacting Bill 25, 
which forced teachers to return 
to work under existing condi- 
tions until July, 1968, the gov- 
ernment took much more dras- 
tic action than was required to 
settle the walk-out, It was ob- 
viously too good a chance to be 
missed. 

An interesting comparison 
could be made between public 
funds available for meeting 
education costs, and the inter- 
est rates charged on consumer 
loans and credit sales. 

A Parliamentary committee 
on consumer prices recently hit 
out at interest rates charged 
low income consumers. 

Consumer credit hit the sev- 
en billion dollar mark in 1965. 
On most of this business, ac- 
cording to the committee, ex- 
cessive interest rates have been 
charged, 

Government-backed, low in- 
terest loans for families with 
annual incomes of $4,000 or less 
were recommended by the com- 
mittee. - 

Itisidle to speculate on what 
share of our education bills 
could be covered if fhe money 
spent on cohsumer credit inter- 
est charges was diverted to the 
cost of running schools. 

But one can nevertheless 
draw a parallel between funds 
required for public-supported 
endeavors, and money lost: to 
public benefit through private 
gain. 

A society that is able to af- 
ford vast sums on non-produc: 
tive interest charges which are 
really only higher. prices in dis- 
guise, should not cry too much 
when the taxman cometh.

“but my wife said she’d give 
two bucks.”

| Fortunately the Stricklands had a 
rigorous 4nd practical education that 
fitted them for pioneer life in Upper 
Canada. They came to Canada in the 
| 1830's, not as radical malcontents, 
but as middle class English Conserva- 
tives who saw here the chance to 
build up landed property essential to 
their way of life, and establish the 
values they honoured.

Picture has a History 


lAterally generations have become | 


familiar with the picture of the 
Wathers of Confederation. It has been 
fm the history text books, on calen- 
@ars and in various types of advertis- 
ing, more recently including even 
television, for as long as any living 
persons can remember, Yet how 
many know its history. I knew that 
Robert Harris had been commissioned 
im 1883 by the Canadian Govenment 


to paint the fathers.. This was to | 


portray the men who attended the 
eriginal Charlottetown Conference 
of 1864. 


However, I didn’t know that he 
was asked to change the setting to 
the Quebec Conference of the same 
year and to add -a number of figures. 
Mr. J. J. Thornton, Public Relations 
Manager of the CN's mountain region 
has compiled a most interesting sum- 
mary of the adventures and misad- 
ventures of this portrait: 


“Robert Harris spent the summer 
ef 1883 in Charlottetown making a 
small ol] painting and a “full-size” 
«ketch. In October 1883 he took a 
studio at 42 Saint John Street .in 
Montreal Where he painted the actual 
picture. It hung in the Royal Cana- 
dian Academy exhibition of April 
Y8S4 and on May 17 was turned over 
to the government. 

“When the main block of the Par- 
Mament Buildings in Ollawa burned 
in 1916 the original was destroyed. 
Two copies were made by Frederick 
&. Ciallener, the first in 1914 before 
the destruction of the original, and 
Mr: Challener supervised its hanging 
in the CN's Macdonald Hotel, Edmon- 


| ton, in 1915. A second and larger 
copy made between 1917 and 
1919 and hangs in the Ontario Parlia- 
ment Buildings, Toronto,” he said. 
“The canvass of the Macdonald 
Hotel copy is 18 feet, inches 
wide by 8 feet, 104% inches deep. 
“The original. painting cost the 
government $4,000. Nearly all the

Assistance to municipal roads is 
estimated at $164,930,000 for the 
1967-68 fiscal year compared to an 
expenditure of $150,329,000 for the 
past year, it was announcéd this 
week by Hon. George E. Gomme, 
Minister of Highways, in presenting 
the Department of Highways esti- 
mates for Ontario Legislaftre. 

Mr. Gomme noted that increased

Now that the country has had 
awhile to absorb the report of 
the Royal Commission on ax 
tion, the big question is how 
many of its recommendations 
will the government 
adopt...and how long will it 
take to adopt them. 

The massive six-volume re- 


countant K@aneth L. Carter 
and his five commissioners 
took four and one-half years to 
prepare. Mr. Carter was ap- 
pointed by the Conservative 
government of Mr. Diefenbak- 
er, The report has now heen 
presented to the Liberal gov- 
ernment of Mr. Pearson. And 
those parts which will be im- 
plemented will probably not be- 
come law until yet a third 
prime minister has taken of- 
fice. . 

This is because the subject is 
so complicated and is so funda- 
mental that months, if not 
years of study, will be required 
for the nation’s. lawmakers to 
make up their minds on the 
merits of the Carter Commis- 
sion's recommendations, 

Whatever the result of the 
commission's report, however, 
it should destroy any doubts 
which might be left in the 
minds of Canadians that. this 
country is headed for a com- 
plete welfare state. 

The whole approach of the 
Catter Commission was based 
simply on ability to pay. Those 
with the most ability to pay 
will pay the most. Gone will be 
the old stock defenses about in- 
centive,, merit and encourage- 
ment of risk capital. 

And just as those with the 
most ability to pay will pay, 
those in the most need of the 
welfare state’s generosity will 
benefit the most from future 
government spending. 

The Carter Commission's 
sweeping recommendations, 
which can only be touched on 
here, seem also to be aimed at 
strengthening Canadian nation- 
slism -by calling for a tougher 
. tax bite on foreign ownership. 

The recommendation for a 
capital gains tax would seem to 
spring not only from a desire 
for social justice, but with a 
view to discouraging the sale of 
Canadian assets to foreign con-

This 
will end the inequality of im- 
posing the tax burden primarily 
on. wage earners — as is the 
case in @anada.today — instead 
of spreading it equally on spe- 
culative income and corpora: 
tion profits. 

Raising of corporation taxes 
from 21 to 50 per cent. for all 
companies, and elimination of 
the kind of concessions that 
have allowed insurance com- 
panies to escape with a $2 mil- 
lion tax bill when they should 
he paying $75 million, will not 
get through Parliament without 
a great deal of debate. 

The Carter Commission says ' 
its recommendations would not 
materially increase tax rates 
and that, in fact, taxes‘could be 
lowered in a few years if the 
system was revised as its sug- 
gests. 

One of the Commission's 
most significant areas of study’ 
concerns. the federal and pro- 
vincial governments in the 
field of tax collections. The 
Commission comes out strongly 
for a powerful central govern- 
ment, and cautions against any 
further submission by Ottawa 
to provincial demands. It will 
be interesting to see what line 
is taken in this regard by a 
similar study which is now 
being made in Ontario at the 
behest of the provincial gov- 
ernment. ¢ 

One could have wished tpat 
other reforms, not mentioned 
by the Carter Commission, had 
also been proposed at this time. 
One measure which would help 
mect the country’s housing cri- 
sis would be to allow home-buy-

A further amendment permits and 
enables the orders for maintenance 
and alimony, which are now made 
in the Surrogate Court, to be en- 
forced by the juven’‘le and family 
court judge in the same manner that 
orders made in the Supreme Court 
are enforced by the juvenile and 
family court.

Care for the Elderly

catch another hour of rest be- 
fore getting up.

Canadians who have always 
‘regarded their country as a 
land of open spaces and clean 
air will be ‘shocked to learn 
that we are polluting our water 
and atmosphere just as rapidly 
as any other nation. 


The legendary stories of 
blackness at noon in Pitts- 
burgh, of smog that makes you 
weep in Los Angeles, and - of 
soot and dust in Britain’s in- 
dustrial Midlands, always seem- 
ed a world apart from our clean 
Canadian environment . 


In Alberta, billboards have 
proclaimed: “Look up! The 
cleanest sky in the world is 
above you.” 


But now comes word from a 
variety of sources that air pol- 
Jution is menacing not only ev- 
ery major metropolitan centre 
in Canada, but is spreading poi- 
sonous fumes for hundreds of 
miles in all directions from 
such places as -Toronto, Van- 
couver, Montreal, Edmonton 
and Sudbury.’ 


In Toronto last month, air 
pollution on two successive Fri- 
days reached levels almost as 

aserious as those experienced in 

“New York City. And according 
to a recent meterological study, 
bad air from Toronto has been 
traced via balloons as far east 

¢as Quebec City and as far north 
as Ontario’s lush Muskoka holi- 
day region, 


At a time of increased engi- 
neering capability and growing 
social responsibility by indus- 
try, why should air pollution 
still be such a problem? 


Neither matter nor energy 
can be completely destroyed; 
only changed in form or har 
nessed. That is why fuels con- 
sumed to power industry, or 
materials used in industrial 
processes that leave waste mat 
ter, don’t just go away after 
we're through with them. 


Pollution control systems can 


control equipment. This, in 
turn, generally on how 
tough or lax a community is in 


Water pollution’ presents as 
serious a hazard for our nation- 
al future. Household and indus- 
trial wastes have been dumped 
so. freely into rivers and 


“streams all across Canada that 


from a recreational standpoint 
alone, Canadians are already 
severely curbed in their choice 
of fishing and swimming loca- 
tions. 


While water pollution is basi- 
cally a federal responsibility, 
air pollution comes under pro- 
vincial and municipal control. 
Provincial resources ministers 
are scheduled to meet May 5 to 
work out a division of responsi-. 
bility. Whatever the outcome, 
progress will be made only if 
national standards are applied 
in all fields. 


But smoke-belching industri- 
al plants and sewage-polluted 
streams are not the only, or 
possibly even the major, 
sources of Canada’s air pollu- 
tion problem. 


Automobiles are now regard- 
ed as the major cause of pollu- 
tion in the Los Angeles area 
and the U.S. ment has 
recently applied a federal regu- 
lation to control car exhausts.

Whe annual meeting of the Eldorado 
Cheese and Butter Co-op was held 
in Madoc Township Hall on Saturday, 
March lith with approximately 80 
{members in attendance. Also attend- 
ling were C. T. Rollins, M.L.A., Keith 
Hubbs, Dairy Fieldman, *George Pol- 
lard, Former Dairy Instructor, Clay- 
ton Hall, ARDA _ Representative, 
Brooks Allen, Ontario Dairy Herd 
Improvement fieldman, who was 
j guest speaker. 

The meeting was opened at 11:15 
by President -Stanley Franks. The 
minutes of the previous annual meet- 
ing and the financial statement was 
read and explained by Secretary, 
Francis Tobin. The Auditor's report 
was given by Raeburn Robinson and 
this was followed by adjournment 
for lunch donated by Mr, Rollins, 
Stirling and Tweed Creameries, Ivan 
Sine and the Company. 

When the meeting resumed, Mr. 
, Rollins expressed pleasure at being 
present and stated that Hastings 
County. was fortunate in having a 
number of its ‘citizens appointed to 
important positions. 

Mr. Hall, former County Warden 
and now ARDA representative for 
Hastings, Lennox and Addington, 
Northumberland and Prince Edward 
Counties, explained the grants avail- 
able for farm improvements. These 
grants cover milk ‘houses, ponds and 
wells, stable renovation and silos. 

At this point, a short agenda of 
business ensued. According to Com- 
pany By-Laws, three directors whose 
3-year terms had expired, retired. 
One, Mr. Dan O’Connell, was eligible 
for re-election, but Messrs. Ed. 
Robinson and Albert Nickle had 
served a six-year term. Mr. Robinson 
was one of the original directors in 
1951. Messrs. Don MacKinnon and 


Christie Bailey are the new directors. 


Mr. Percy Rowe complimented the 
Company on their success and stated 
| that the cheese’ industry was larger 
jthan most people realized. 

Mr. Hubbs, in his remarks, thought 
that the cheese plant was one of the 
lmest in Ontario. He urged the pro- 
duction of high quality milk and cited 


many faults which can be detrimen- | 


ltal to ‘the best cheese production. 


Mr. Allen Ketcheson spoke on the | 


policy of the Ontario Milk Board and 
their aims, ‘but also warned against 
any drastic action on the part of 
| producers which could be harmful 
to the dairy industry. 

Mr. Allen explained the O.D.H.I. 
Act and would like to have a unit 
set up within the Company producers. 
Samples from each cow are taken 
once a month and milk weighed. By 
this method the fieldman can pre- 
pare a chart at the end of each lac- 
tation period for each cow. 


Mr. George Pollard cited many} 


problems of dairy interest in the past 
and was sure new problems could 
always be ‘solved. 


The meeting adjourned by singing

At the March meeting of the Bay 


of Quinte Branch, United Empire | 


Loyalists’ Association, held at Nap- 
anee, the members and guests were 
welcomed by the president, Mr. E. 
C. Daverne. ~ poet 

Mrs. C. L. R. Wannamaker re- 
ported on a convention to be held 
in Toronto when a small wall plaque 
; will be unveiled in the Ontario Parlia- 
ment Buildings on Saturday, May 27, 
‘next. The Executive Council of the 
Dominion Council and the Archaeo- 
logical and Historic Sites Board have 
jointly approved the following ‘in- 
seriptidn: 

The Loyalists in Upper Canada 

When United Empire Loyalists who 
jhad “adhered to the Crown” during 
rae American Revolution and, in most 
| cases, served in voluteer regiments, 
jcame to settle in this province-in the 
1780's, the region was highly unin- 
lhabited. These Loyalists, all of whom 
had suffered persecution and confis- 
cation of property, were granted land 
in the vicinity of the Bay of Quinte 
and the Upper St. Lawrence, Niagara 
and Detroit Rivers. They laid the 
foundation of a new province. It 
was largely because of their presence 
that a form of self-government, based 
‘on British law and institutions, was 
established in Upper Canada when 
the province was created in 1791. By 
then: the Loyalists numbered about 
10,000. 

Mr. Daverne introduced the speaker 
| Dr. H. C. Burleigh, 
genealogist. Dr. Burleigh, through 
years of intensive study of the 
archives at Toronto, Ottawa and Al- 
bany, has acquired a knowledge of 
the district surrounding Adolphus- 
town, which makes him an authority 
‘on matters pertaining to the history 
lof this area. His address “Where is 
the Bay of Quinte” brought out some 
interesting facts that have probably 
been considered by very few people. 

The usual interpretation of the 
Loyalist settlement on the Bay of 
Quinte is that it included the original 
five townships, later increased to ten. 
This belief is in accord with a state- 
ment appearing in “The Land Settle- 
ment of Upper Canada” 1783-1840, 
as published in 1920 in the 16th Re- 
port of the Department of Archives 
of Ontario which states on page 32: 
“Prior to 1790, the Loyalists settle- 
ments were scattered along the upper 
St. Lawrence _ River, the Bay of 
Quinte, the Niagara Frontier and the 
Detroit River.” Therefore it was con- 
sidered by many, and rightly so, that 
the first Loyalist settlement on the 
Bay of Quinte embraced Kingston, 
Ernesttown, Fredericksburgh, Adol- 
phustown and Marysburgh townships. 
Subsequently, Sophiasburgh, Amelias-

| burgh, Sidney, Thurlow and Rich- 


mond, were added as well as the 
Tyendinaga Reservation and all were 
considered as bordering on the Bay 
of Quinte. 

In 1947, or thereabouts, a sign ap- 
peared on the south side of Highway 
No. 33, a few miles east of Bath, 
bearing the label, LAKE ONTARIO, 
inferring that the water to the south 
was so named. There was no question 
that the water opposite the sign was 
the Bay @f Quinte and, on represen- 
tation to the Government by Dr. 
Burleigh and others, the sign was 
removed. This prompted Dr. Burleigh 
to become actively interested in just 
what point comprised the easterly 
boundary of the Bay. He quoted from 
old maps, the oldest one “Eastern 
North America” undated, referred to 
the area between Deseronto and Tren- 
ton as Lac St. Leon and Lake On- 
tario is called Lac Frontenac. No 
other areas.are named. In subsequent 
maps,covering the years from 1757 
to 1817, various names are given to 
the different bays, reaches, channels 
and islands and the eastern boundary 
of the Bay varies. 

A directory of Kingston and vicin- 
ity, published 1857, states that Ports- 
mouth and Collins Bay are on the Bay 
shore and that Amherst Island is a 
fertile strip of land in the Bay of 
Quinte. In the Directory of Hastings 
County 1860, it. says, “Belleville can 
be reached by steamer to Kingston, 
thence up the Bay of Quinte, one of 
the most beautiful sheets of water in 
North America.” Cannif’s ‘“Settle- 
ment of Upper Canada" 1860, gives 


the Bay of Quinte as beginning at

To make the problem harder, 
society is changing faster, and young 
people are influenced more by their 
friends, the mass media, and com- 
mercial interests. Between the gener- 
ations there is a general lack of com- 
munication, even a type of hostility. 

Should sex education be given in 
the schools? The home often teaches 
sex inadequately. Sexual nature is 
a part of life and inseparable from 
other studies. Only the school, can 
properly instruct all the children. 

These recommendations would ap- 
pear to be valid: Students should be. 
taught what interests them at. dif- 
ferent stages. For the most part it is 
desirable to teach boys and girls to- 
gether. Essential is the co-operation - 
of the family, community and Church. 
Parents must be informed of what 
is taught, so they will give support | 
and not be fearful.

For Robert Thompson, it 
was a sad retreat from the 
glorious days after the 1962 
federal clection which had re- 
turned the Conservatives to 
tenuous power, lacking a ma- 
jority in Parliament. 

Thompson coined the 
phrase, “House of Minorities,” 
and the description has stuck 
ever since. But with 30. seats, 
including the Quebec followers 
of the mercurial Real 
Caouette, the Socreds held the 
balance of power in that Par- 
liament. 

The country seemed to be 
locked in a political vacuum.

shall McLuhan, the Oracle of\ nism, the Americans have view: * 


Toronto and spokesman of the 
electric age. 

_This is why, according to 
McLuhan, the American people 
are so distressed and divided 


. over the war in Vietnam. It 


won't sell on TV, because peo- 
ple become so involved in what 
they see on their screens they 
pre want any part of the con- 
flict. \ 


If it is true that exposure 
- via TV has made Vietnam the 
most unwelcome war in Ameri- 
can history, it is also true 
President Johnson and his ad- 
visors are still committed to 
the traditional response of a 
military-political challenge. 
That is to wage a 
constantly ‘escalating war until 
a final military victory is 
achieved. 


This can be the only expla- 
nation for the policy of mili- 
tary adventurism which Presi- 
dent Johnson has followed since 
winning election on a “peace” 
platform in 1964. 

The fact that such a policy is 
fraught with the danger of ex- 
pleding into uncontrollable nu- 
clear war is viewed as nothing 
more than a “calculated risk.” 
Hence the boast of Gen. Curtis 
LeMay, former U.S. Air Force 


chief of staff, that the U.S.. 


could “bomb North Vietnam 
back to the Stone Age.” 

It is of course the moral 
aspect of further escalation in 
Vietnam which has troubled 
the dissenters of the Johnso- 
nian policy of war expansion. 

The spectacle of the migh- 
liest nation on earth waging 
war against primitive, violence- 
ridden Vietnam (which has not 
known peace since the Japanese 
invasion of 1941) is not calcula- 
ted to promote America’s image 
as a humane guardian of world 
peace. 


The fundamental question in 
Vietnam remains that of whe- 
ther a small Asian nation is to 
be allowed self-determination 
jn government and social sys- 
tem.

@ The bombing of North Viet- 
nam (which Premier Ky would ) 
like to see extended to the 
point where Hanoi would be 
obliterated from the face of 
the earth), stands as the great- 
est single deterrant to peace 
talks. 

A year ago, the U.S. took the 
position that a private signal 
from Hanoi was all that was 
needed t6 forstall escalation 
and open the way for peace 
talks. It is now known that 
numerous such signals have 
been received in Washington. 
Yet now, the Johnson admini- 
stration says this is not good 
enough, that North Vietnam 
must stop fighting before talks | 
can begin. Meanwhile, the U.S. 
is making no similar offer to 
curb the ground war-fare. North 
Vietnam can hardly accept such 
a pre-condition because to do so, 
would invite the U.S. Marines 
to wipe out the Liberation 
Army on the Vietnamese pen- 
insula. ; 

The political split between 
President Johnson and Senator 
Robert Kennedy has centred 
on Vietnam, although this is- 
sue is not the only cause of 
friction between the two. Sen. 
Kennedy has announced he will 
support Johnson in 1968, but 
he will continue to take pot- 
shots at Johnson’s hawkish po- 
sition. 

Sen. Kennedy, at Jeast, has 
been consistent with the Dem- 
ocratic platform of 1964 by 
urging that bombings be halt- 
ed, that the Viet: Cong be 
recongized as a party to any 
peace talks, and that generally 
speaking, sense and reason 
prevail over war talk and emo- 
tion. 

The Johnson term.in the 
White House will forever bear 
the stamp of irony in that the 
President has aggressively fol- 
lowed the very policies which 
the American people rejected 
when they defeated his oppo- 
nent, Sen. Goldwater, by the 
greatest margin since the Roose- 
velt landslide of 1936.

There he lived quietly, with 
nothing to distinguish him 
from the average MP except 
the constant’ flow of cham- 
pagne, call girls, and guests, 

He was lavish with the 
press, and they liked it. He 
was always good for a story, 
because he had guts, color, and 
good whisky, an unusual com- 
bination in a member of the 
House. 


But the majority of his 
guests were sleck-headed men 
who grow fat and sleep 
o'nights. Industrialists with a 
‘new gimmick, armament- 
makers with a new toy, politi- 
cians with a new angle, and all 
the other flies who gather 
around honey.
